Amnesty  International  is  a 
human  rights  organization  in  which 
people  write  letters  to  foreign 
leaders  to  free  prisoners  of 
conscience.  Prisoners  of  conscience 
are  people  who  are  imprisoned  for 
their  religious  and/or  political 
beliefs.  Writing  letters  lets  leaders 
know  that  people  are  aware  of  the 
torture  and  suffering  that  these 
prisoners  have  to  endure.  Prisoners 
have  been  freed  because  of  these 
letters  and  if  not  freed,  leaders 
have  made  conditions  better  for 
these  prisoners. 

The  Amnesty  group  at  this 
school  was  started  in  the  spring  of 
1989.  Since  then,  it  has  made  a  lot 
progress  such  as  having  an 
assembly  last  year  and  a  very 
successful  write-a-thon.  At  the 
“Evening  of  the  Arts”  program. 
Amnesty  had  a  booth  at  which 
people  signed  Christmas  cards  to 
send  to  prisoners  of  conscience. 
Meetings  are  held  once  a  week  at 
which  we  write  letters  and  sign 
petitions.
